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URBAN RENEW. 

We are for Urban Renewal. We think it is a 
wonderful concept, and we would like to see it 
in Re seneon Square. It is the only way that 
is possible to solve a number of questions in 
that area. 

For Wilmington Square is not just a problem, 
it is a number of problems, old houses, drain- 
age, street widths, parking, etc. We doubt if 
it was charming 100 years ago, when Church St. 
was first put in. We certainly know it isn't 
charming today. 

Nothing else than Urban Renewal can solve 
these problems. Private enterprise can tear 
down buildings and put up new ones, but it can 
do nothing about the open drainage on the next 
fellows lot, let alone the width of the street 
in front of the house. 

The Town, acting on its own account, can 
not do these things. It can do a part, but at a 
tremendous expense. 

The Town, for instance, has the right of 
eminent domain for widening a street, or build- 
ing a school, but it cannot easily tie in that 
right of eminent domain with other projects. If 
Wilmington were to attempt an improvement of 
the scope of the Urban Renewal project, without 
the powers of Urban Renewal we should, collect-— 
ively and singly, have every head in Wilmington 
examined. 

We would hate to stand in Wilmington Square 
20 years from now, realize that there were | 
still drainage problems, old buildings, etc., , 
and say to ourselves - "Had we been on the job! 
all this could have been remedied } 

But it looks as though we are going to stand 
in Wilmington Square, end say just that. 


The provisions of the urban Renewal Act, as 
promulgated by the Federal Government, are 
generous in that the Federal Government under- 
writes two thirds of the cost. 

In addition it gives to the authority in 
charge powers that are necessary to do the 
things that neither private enterprise nor the 
town can do. | 

Only under Urban Renewal can we rid our-| 
selves of the many problems in Wilmington | 
Square, That is why we are for Urban Renewal. | 

But there are other problems too, and they. 
are not simple. 


Costs 

The cost part of Urban Renewal is a problem: 
that bothers many. Perhaps it has been magni-| 
fied in their minds. 

Urban Renewal will cost Wilmington about, 
$275,000 at the most. 

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts has alrea- 
dy appropriated money to defray half the costs 
of any Urban Renewal project in the Common-| 
wealth. The money is in the State rreasury, 
waiting to be used. In Wilmington's case this 
would amount to about $137,500, and our cost 
would go down to this same figure. 

But first the Legislature has to pass an 
"Enabling Act", so that the money can be used,! 
It is expected that this will happen, and soon,| 
but we have no guarantee. perhaps it will hap-! 
pen before Sept. 12th. perhaps it won't. 

If Wilmington's cost is reduced to $137,500 
or thereabouts that does not mean that we put) 
up that money in cash, or in bonds. : 

If we were to do so, over a period of 15 
years this would amount to about 50 cents on 
the tax rate - surely not a tremendous price. 

But there is so much to be done, in the type! 
of work that the town can do, in Urban Renewal. 
A live-wire Town Manager could go in there and’ 
do many things, using Town Equipment. 

There is 156,000 cubic yards of gravel fill 
to be used. The firm that does this can be paid 
up to $195,000 for the job, using figures that 
the government has approved. Think of it - $195 

thousand (perhaps less) is a lot of money, and 
Will 4 could do this job, and make money on 
i . Sure, some one will say, we don't 
equipment.

A private company wouldn't hesitate one moment, 
if there was money to be made. Why should a 
municipality hesitate? 

And there is water pipe to be laid, and new 
streets, and other things. Wilmington need not 
put up $137,500 in cash or bonds. It can do the 
job for far less money. 

(Incidently, the town already owns enough 
gravel for the job, and our late friend Steve 
Hathaway was kind enough to open a road right 
to the place). 

The costs, in a municipal sense, of Urban 
Renewal in Wilmington doesn't bother us in the 
least, with a live wire Town Manager on the job 


Damages 

This is another story. We are told that, as 
a rule of thumb, a landowner in Wilmington 
Square can take 200% of his assessment, and add 
10% to that figure to learn what he will be 
paid, if the Urban Renewal project is voted. 

In many instances this is not enough, in our 
belief. Perhaps in some instances it is tvo 
much. 

A firm that is aggrieved by the price paid 
does possess the right to go to court. That of 
course is no guarantee, but the courts are sup- 
posed to dispense justice. 

One firm that will definitely be hurt is the 
W. S. Cavanaugh & Son Funeral Home. No payment 
that Urban Renewal can make would pay for the 
loss of their business, and this is what threa- 
tens Cavanaugh, for under our Zoning Laws he 
can only locate in a Residential Area, .under 
Board of Appeals assent, and the past history 
of the Board of Appeals indicates that Cava- 
naugh would face tremendous difficulties. 

Also to be hurt would be the Wilmington 


! Lodge of Masons. The payment they would receive 


would not provide them with a meeting place. We 
don't lnow if they could get justice in the 


courts, but we doubt it. 
Other than these we would hazard that the 


! Courts could correct any injustice. 


Attitudes 
Here we have something else. The attitudes 


‘of the people in Wilmington towards Urban Re- 


newal range from Strictly Anti-Deluvian to Most 
Progressive. 

If a person chooses to be Anti-Deluvian in 
his way of thinking that is his business.But if 
a Town Official is Anti-Deluvian then it is the 
Town's Business, and that unfortunately is the 
case in some instances. 

But among our Progressive Thinkers we have 
some serious doubters, 
Renewal, in Wilmington. 

Joe Courtney is one of these. Joe, our ex TM 


| knows as much about Urban Renewal as anyone in 


the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and Joe, who 


‘still lives in Wilmington, is not prepared to 


say that he will support Urban Renewal in Wil- 
mington. 

Joe's questions go deep. Again, it is basic- 
ally a question of attitudes. 

For the basic questions of attitudes con- 
cerns the two principal agencies involved -The 
Board of Selectmen, and The Wilmington Housing 
Authority. 

At least three of our Selectmen are in favor 
of an Urban Renewal project for Wilmington. At 
least two of these are not in favor of the Wil- 
mington Housing Authority as the agent for Ur- 


ban Renewal. These men would vote for Urban Re-' 
newal if another agency were in charge, but not} 


if the Housing Authority is in charge. 

That of course is to be regretted. We think 
there is only one thing to be done, and that on 
ly the ten people on these two boards can do it 


These ten people should sit down,with no one), 


else (not even secretaries) present, and talk. 
Let them lay their cards on the table in a com- 
pletely executive session. 

Maybe the difficulties can be resolved in 
this manner. They most certainly cannot be in 
any other way.
